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Tho  health  of  the  District,  generally  speaking,  remainod  satisfact¬ 
ory  throughout  the  yoar  and  there  was  no  undue  incidonco  of  infectious 
disease. 

Tho  Council  appointed  Mr.  E.  D.  Grant  as  additional  Sanitary 
Inspector  to  fill  the  vacancy  created  when  Mr.  A.  T.  Solvoy  was  promoted 
to  Senior  Sanitary  Inspector  in  1948.  Mr.  Grant  was  duo  to  commence 
duty  on  1st  January,  1951. 

Whilst  much  remains  to  be  done  to  improve  housing  conditions  in  the 
District,  the  excellent  progress  of  tho  Council’s  post-war  building 
programme  is  reflected  in  a  reduction  of  the  number  on  the  waiting  list 
for  Council  houses  at  the  end  of  the  year. 

The  Council’s  major  scheme  for  a  water  supply  to  the  District  was 
still  in  tho  preliminary  stages  and  the  proposed  source  of  supply  at 
Bryantspu^dle  was  the  subject  of  a  report,  a  copy  of  which  appears  in 
this  Report. 

I  wish  to  take  this  opportunity  of  thanking  tho  Members  of  the 
Council  for  their  kindness  and  consideration  and  the  Sanitary  Inspector 
and  other  Officers  of  the  Council  for  their  help  and  co-operation 
during  tho  yoar.

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GENERAL  PROVISION  OF  HEALTH  SERVICES 
FOR  THE  AREA  . 


Hospitals 

Hospital  and  Specialist  services  are  provided  for  tho  area  by  the 
Bournemouth  and  East  Dorset  Group  Hospital  Management  Committee/  and 
the  West  Dorset  Group  Hospital  Management  Committee. 

Other  Health  Services 


Health  services  under  Part  111  of  tho  National  Health  Service 
Act  are  provided  in  the  area  by  the  Daset  County  Council. 


Public  Health  Laboratory  Service . 

Facilities  are  available  to  the  District  Council  for  the 
examination  of  all  specimens  of  public  importance  including  water  and 
milk  samples,  free  of  charge,  at  tho  County  Laboratory,  Glyde  Path 
Road,  Dorchester.  Copies  of  repoits  on  all  samples  submitted  which 
havo  a  bearing  on  public  health  are  forwarded  to  the  District  Medical 
Officer  of  Health  by  tho  County  BactericteS.st  and  Pathologist. 


Persons  in  Need  of  Care  and  Attention 

It  was  found  necessary  in  one  case  of  an  old  person  living  alone 
under  insanitary  conditions  to  take  action  under  Section  47  of  the 
National  Assistance  Act,  1948.  Application  was  made  by  the  District 
Council  to  a  magistrate’s  court  and  a  removal  order  was  made  in  this 
caso* 
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SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  TIIE  AREA 

Water  Supply 

No  new  sources  in  the  district  have  been  brought  into  use  for  main  piped 
supplies*  There  has  been  a  small  extension  of  the  supply  on  the  Organford 
area  and  a  new  supply  has  been  furnished  to  the  Stoborough  and  Ridge  area  from 
the  Wareham  Borough  supply. 

Only  those  areas  which  are  served  by  public  water  supplies  and  tho 
Affpuddle  and  Lulworth  Castle  Estate  supplies  can  be  regarded  as  having  a 
reasonably  adequate  water  supply  for  all  modern  requirements* 

The  smaller  village  piped  supplies  are  variable  in  quality  and  quantity, 
difficult  to  supervise  and  cannot  bo  regarded  as  wholly  satisfactory* 

The  majority  of  tho  old  wells  in  the  district  are  poorly  constructor!  and 
yield  water  of  doubtful  quality.  Approximately  35 %  of  samples  taken  from  wells 
in  the  district  during  the  year  were  classed  as  unsatisfactory,  25>?  as  suspicious 
Yl%  as  satisfactory  and  237c  as  highly  satisfactory* 

An  adequate  piped  supply  of  xvater  to  those  areas  not  now  served  by  a 
public  supply  is  urgently  needed. 

Public  Piped  Supplies 

I  he  following  areas  arc-  supplied  by  public  piped  supplies 

Upton,  Lytchett  Minster,  Organford,  San-^ford  and  Sandford  Road  are 
suppliod  from  the  Poole  Corporation  supply.  ~ 

Stoborough,  Ridge,  Bestwall  and  a  few  houses  in  the  Worgret  area  are 
supplied  from  the  Wareham  Borough  supply- 

Corfe  Castle  and  Langton  Mat ravers  are  supplied  from  the  Swanage  Urban 
District  supply. 

West  Lulworth,  East  Lulworth  and  Coombe  Keynes  are  supplied  by  the 
Lulworth  Castle  Estate'  supply,  which  is’  derived  from  a  spring  issuing  from 
the  chalk.  The  water  which  it  chlorinated  has  consistently  given  highly 
satisfactory  results  on  bacteriological  examination.  The  position  of  the 
spring,  however,  is  far  from  ideal  being  close  to  houses  and  near  the  road 
leading  to  the  Cove,  This  water  is  a  statutory  undertaking. 

In  the  areas  outside  the  statutory  limits  of  supply,  water  is  distributed 
by  the  District  Council  from  bulk  supplies  taken  from  the  water  undertakings* 

Statutory  Areas  of  Supply  of  Water  Undertakings 

Poole  Corporation  Supply: - 

Part  of  the  parish  of  Lytchett  Minster. 

During  the  year  the  Ministry  of  Health  made  an  order  extending  tho  Poole 
Corporation’s  area  of  supply  within  the  Rural  District  to  includoj- 

(1)  the  parish  of  Lytchett  Matravers# 

(2)  so  much  of  tho  parish  of  Morden  as  lies  to  the  north  of  an 
imaginery  straight  line  commencing  at  the  most  westerly 
extremity  of  the  parish  of  Lytchett  Matravers  and  running 

in  a  direction  west  by  north  and  terminating  at  the  southern¬ 
most  extremity  of  the  parish  of  Sturminster  Marshall^ 

(3)  so  much  of  tho  parish  of  Lytchett  Minster  as  is  not  already 
comprised  in  tho  limits  of  supply  of  the  water  undertaking 
under  the  provisions  of  the  Poole  Corporation  Water  Act,  1906; 

(4)  so  much  of  the  parish  of  Wareham  St*  Martin  as  lies  to  the 
east  of  an  imaginery  line  drawn  parallel  to  and  200  yards 
to  tho  west  of  the  main  road  from  Blandford  to  Wareham* 

A  date  for  the  operation  of  the  order  had  not  been  fixed,  by  the  end  of 
tho  year. 
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Swanage  Urban  District  Council’s  Supply: - 

The  parish  of  Langton  Matravors  and  tho  villages  of  Corfo  Castlo* 

Village  Piped  Supplies  Privately  Ownod* 

The  following  villages  have  piped  supplies  :- 

Briantspuddlo,  Aff puddle  and  a  part  of  Boro  Regis  from  the  Blazon  Estate 
supply^  The  water  is  derived  from  a  deep  bore  in  the  chalk  at  Briantspuddlo 
and  in  untreated,  samples  taken  for  bacteriological  examination  havo  given 
highly  satisfactory  results* 

Chair* on  Herring  has  a  standpipe  supply  from  Lulworth  Castlo  Estato,  the 
water  bactoriologically  is  highly  satisfactory* 

Church  Knowle  is  supplied  from  a  bore  in  the  greensand  at  the  foot  of  the 
Purbeck  Hills ,  samples  from  tho  supply  have  given  satisfactory  results,  but  the 
quantity  of  xvater  available  is  very  limited, 

Kingston,  Kimmorldgo,  Wool  and  Winfrith  villages  have  small  piped  gravity 
supplies  from  surface  springs*  The  water  is  untreated  and  the  results  of 
bacteriological  examination  of  samples  taken  fromtheso  small  supplies  are 
variable,  in  the  case  of  the  Kingston  supply  chlorination  of  the  water  has 
been  recommended* 

Studland  Village’s  supply  is  derived  from  surface  water  collected  on 
neighbouring  heat hland  areas •  The  water  is  sand  filtered  and  gives  consistently 
highly  satisfactory  results*  The  quantity  of  water  available  is  very  limited 
and  shortage  is  experienced  during  dry  summers. 

New  Supplies  and  Extensions  Provided 

Organf ord 

An  extension  of  630  yards  of  4  inch  mains  was  completed  which  will  furnish 
a  supply  to  an  additional  eight  properties  in  this  area* 

Stoborough,  Ridge 

Tho  scheme  for  the  laying  of  mains  from  the  Wareham  Borough  supply  main 
at  South  Bridge,  Wareham,  to  serve  the  Stoborough  and  Ridge  area  was  completed. 
Water  is  purchased  in  bulk  from  the  Wareham  Borough  Council* 

The  total  number  of  properties  which  could  be  served  is  133  and  agreements 
havo  been  signed  for  water  to  be  taken  to  122  properties. 

Proposed  New  Water  Supplies 

Main  Scheme 

This  scheme  is  for  the  supply  of  water  from  the  Bladen  Estate’s  borehole 
at  Briantspu^dlo  to  all  parts  of  the  District  not  already  served  by  a  piped 
supply  from  a  public  water  undertaking*  Test  pumping  from  the  Briantspuddle 
borehole  gave  evidence  of  a  yield  of  water  considered  adequate  for  the  area 
to  be  supplied  under  the  scheme,  and  the  quality  of  the  water  proved  to  be 
highly  satisfactory  both  chemically  and  bacteriologically. 

Before  giving  final  approval  to  the  purchase  of  the  source  the  Ministry 
of  Health  requested  the  Council  to  be  furnished  with  a  report  from  their 
Medical  Officer  of  Health  on  the  suitability  of  the  source  for  a  public  wator 
supply  and  to  recommend  any  conditions  necessary  for  its  operation  and  use* 

The  following  is  a  copy  of  tho  Report  which  was  submitted  to  the  Council: -

Mr*  Chairman,  Miss  Graves  and  ^entlomen, 

I  have  been  r  equostod  by  tho  Clark  of  the  Council,  as  directed  by  tho 
Minister  of  Health,  to  report  on  tho  suitability  of  tho  Briantspuddle  Source  for 
Public  Vi/ator  supplies  and  to  rocommond  any  conditions  which,  in  my  opinion,  are 
necessary  for  its  operation  and  use* 
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nA  further  inspection  of  tho  Bri.ants  puddle  Boro  sito  and  of  tho  villago,  w as 
mado  on  Juno  14th,  1950,  with  Mr.  Flatt,  the  Council’s  Enginoor,  who  has  boon 
consulted  in  connoction  with  tho  report,  and  who  has  kindly  furnished  tho 
attached  drawing  to  which  refer onco  will  be  mado. 

A  detailed  description  of  the  bore  and  installations  have  boon  given  in 
previous  reports  by  the  Enginoer  and  only  thoso  circumstancos  and  conditions 
will  bo  referred  to  which  have  a  bearing  on  this. report. 

Sito  of  Bore  (Colourod  red  on  drawing) 

The  boro  which  is  250  ft.  deep  and  linod  to  a  depth  of  63  ft*  6  ins.  is  in 
the  chalk;  it  is  closo  to  buildings  intho  villago  of  Briantspuddlo  and 
approximately  300  ftc  from  the  river  Pidd-los 

Tho  chalk  outcrops  in  this  neighbourhood  and  tho  villages  of  Briantspuddlo 
and  Affpuddlo,  which  is  -f-  milo  wost  of  tho  boro,  aro  ont  ho  chalk.  Thoro  is 
a  narrow  strip  of  overlying  alluvial  deposit  intho  river  valloy0 

An  arrangement  exist.  ■  for  tho  artificial  flooding  of  tho  moadows  between 
tho  boro  and  tho  rivor  with  river  water  by  moans  of  sluices  and  irrigation 
tronchos .

Some  of  tho  cesspools  are  very  overgrown  with  briars  and  vegotation.  All 

appear  to  be  old  and  probably  are  structurally  in  a  very  poor  conditions  The 
drains  to tho  cesspools  nearest  to  the  boro  run  very  close  to  the  boro  and  the 
source  reservoir* 

All  tho  cesspools  have  overflows  or  soakaways  to,  or  near,  adjoining  water 
courses » 

Suitability  of  Water 

During  tho  porio1  of  test  pumping  from  15th  to  27th  Dccombcr,  1949,  fourteen 
samples  of  water  from  the  bore  were  taken  for  bactor*  ological  examination  and 
seven  samples  wore  taken  for  chemical  analysis.  Coliform  organisms  wore  absent 
in  thirteen  of  the  samples;  one  sample  gave  tho  probable  number  of  coliform 
organisms  arc  one  per  100  mis  The  results  of  chemical  analysis  of  samples  were 
satisfactory  and,  with  the  exception  of  the  figure  for  nitrates,  showed  no 
variation  during  tho  test  pumping. 

In  the  absence  of  any  evidence  of  pollution  of  tho  source,  I  consider  the 
high  figure  for  nitrates  has  no  undue  significance,  as  this  sometimes  occurs 
with  chalk  waters  - 

In  my  opinion  tho  water  in  its  present  condition  is  suitable  for  dr  inking 
and  domestic  purposes. 

Copies  of  tho  bacteriological  and  chemical  analyses  arc  attached  to  this 
report. 
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Cone lusion 

In  considering  tho  precautions  to  bo  takon  to  safo guard  tho  source  of 
supply  against  possiblo  pollution,  if  usod  for  a  largo  water  supply  schomo, 
it  has  to  bo  borne  in  mind  that  conditions  will  alter  considerably  from  thoso 
obtaining  at  prosont.  How,  tho  source  is  subjected  to  only  approximately  1^- 
hours  punping  per  day  with  withdrawal  of  approximately  60,000  gals,  of  wator. 
Under  tho  Council1 2 3 4  5 s  proposod  schono  pumping  hours  will  bo  increased  to  approx* 

16  hours  por  day  xvith  a  withdrawal  of  approximately  700,000  gals,  per  day 
from  tho  source. 

Tho  fact  that  tho  boro  is  in  tho  chalk  outcrop,  close  to  tho  river  and  to 
tho  village  of  Briantspuddlo,  with  a  number  of  old  cesspools  and  drains  closo 
to  tho  boro  and  source  rosorvoir,  render  it  necessary  to  take  ovory  precaution 
against  possiblo  pollution.  Apart  from  thoso  cesspools  there  is  tho  School 
and  School-houso  cosspooi  approximately  2‘20  yards  west  of  tho  bore,  and  tho 
sewage  from  tho  24  houses  in  tho  Bladen  Valloy  which  is  piped  to  land  irrigation 
in  close  proximity  to  tho  water  course  TST  at  a  point  approximately  440  yards 
from  tho  boro,  which  constitute  a  danger  of  pollution. 

In  my  opinion  tho  rositing  of  tho  cesspools  and  the  reconstruction  of  tho 
oxisting  drainage  systons  round  the  boro  would  not  got  rid  of  tho  potential 
source  of  pollution  owing  to  tho  constant  danger  of  overflowing  or  leaking 
cesspools  with  a  largo  volume  of  sewage  hold  near  tho  water  source • 

It  sooms  apparent  that,  as  this  village  has  a  good  water  supply,  tho  risk 
of  pollution  from  uncontrolled  drainage  is  likoly  to  increase. 

Tho  artificial  flooding  of  tho  river  meadows  botwoon  tho  boro  and  rivor 
has  to  bo  considered t  This  flooding  can  come  within  approximately  80  ft*  of 
tho  bore.  For  tho  same  reason,  that  is,  the  geological  formation  of  the  area 
and  tho  conditions  of  drainage  in  tho  neighbourhood,  it  seems  desirable  that 
this  flooding  should  be  rostrictod  if  not  discontinued . 

Finally,  owing  to  tho  naturo  of  tho  site  and  its  closo  proximity  to  a 
number  of  proportios  it  would  appoar  that  only  a  very  limited  protoctivo  aroa 
around  tho  boro  could  bo  acquired  by  tho  Council;  this  fact  has  boon  takon 
into  consideration  when  making  tho  recommendations  which  follows 

Roe ommondat ions 

(1)  That  tho  wator  from  tho  Brpantspud die  source  should  bo  adoquatoly 
and  continuously  Morinatod. 

(2)  That  a  main  sewerage  syston  should  bo  constructed  for  tho  village 
of  Briantspuddlo  to  include  the  houses  in  Bladen  Valloy. 

(3)  That  tho  artificial  flooding  of  tho  meadows  between  tho  rivor  and 
tho  boro  bo  discontinued,  and  if  this  is  not  possible,  that  tho 
flooding  should  not  bo  nearer  than  100  yards  from  tho  source 
rosorvoir  and  boro0 

(4)  That  a  detailed  survoy  be  made  of  all  drainage  in  the  Affpuddlo 
village  aroa  west  of  tho  limit  of  tho  suggested  sewerage  system 
with  a  view  to  eliminating  cesspool  overflows  and  any  undosirablo 
drainage  to  tho  watercourse  ’ST. 

(5)  That  the  Council  should  adopt  all  tho  recommendations  contained 
in  tho  Ministry  of  Health  Memorandum  on  the-  safeguards  to  bo 
adopted  in  tho  day  to  day  administration  of  water  undertakings, 
whoro  applicable  to  tho  oporation  of  the  proposod  scheme*

These  schemes  are  for  the  supply  of  water  to  areas  from  local  sources  until 
the  wator  becomes  available  from  the  main  uriantspudd le  source,  and  are  planned 
so  that  the  greater  part  of  the  installations  and  the  distributing  mains  can  be 
useo  when  the  main  scheme  is  developed. 

Bloxworth  and  Morden 

A  borehole  sunk  at  East  Bloxworth  in  March  proved  satisfactory  and  the 
Ministry  of  Health  approved  a  scheme  to  supply  water  to  Bloxworth  and  Morden 
from  this  source-. 

Construction  of  a  reinforced  concrete  water  tower  was  commenced  in 
November  and  a  tender  was  accepted  for  the  laying  of  mains  at  Bloxworth,  the 
work  on  this  to  be  commenced  in  February,  1951#  Tenders  were  invited  for  the 
laying  of  mains  at  Morden  and  vr ork  was  hoped  to  begin  in  Juno  1951* 

Church  Kncwle 

The  scheme  for  the  Church  Knowle  supply  from  Chalmorrs  Well  was  commenced 
during  the  year*  The  well,  pumping  station  and  reservoir  wore  constructed  and 
tho  mains  wero  in  process  of  being  laid  at  the  end  of  tho  year.  The  scheme 
was  expected  to  be  in  operation  by  mid  1951.

Negotiations  for  she  supply  of  water  to  Acton  from  the  Swanage  Urban 
District  Council’s  supply  were  made  during  tho  year  and  proposals  to  prepare 
a  scheme  were  made*.

Particulars  of  tho  Sewerage  Systems  in  tho  district  aro  given  on  page  15* 

Apart  from  tho  complotion  of  the  sewerage  system  for  Langton  Matravers 
village  and  small  disposal  systems  in  connection  with  tho  Council’s  housing 
programme,  there  has  been  no  material  change  in  tho  mother’s  of  disposal  of 
sewerago  anri  drainage  in  tho  district  sinco  last  year  when  tho  following 
note  was  made : 

Most  of  the  older  cottages  and  houses  in  the  district  have  pail  closets 
tho  contents  of  which  aro  disposod  of  by  digging  into  tho  gardens,  whilst  tho 
newer  houses  aro  invariably  provided  with  water  closets  and  cesspools* 

Difficulty  is  experienced  in  all  villages  in  tho  district  in  properly 
disposing  of  wastos  from  water  closets,  sinks  and  baths,  and  much  of  tho 
drainago  finds  its  way  to  convenient  ditches  or  streams. 

Tho  need  for  proper  sewerago  systems  in  the  villages  has  become  more 
apparent  with  tho  development  of  the  Council’s  housing  programme  which  has 
necessitated  tho  installation  of  a  number  of  small  sewage  disposal  systoms  to 
deal  with  the  sewage  from  Council  houses.  These  small  systoms  ar3  difficult 
to  supervise  and  maintain  in  efficient  working  order,  and  are  liable  to  give 
rise  to  complaints  of  unpleasant  smells  and  fly  nuisance. 

The  need  for  sewerage  systems  in  the  villages  will  become  even  more 
pressing  when  tho  Council’s  scheme  for  improved  water  supply  for  the  district 
materialises.  ^ho  areas  where  the  need  is  greatest  at  present  is  Upton  and 
the  village  of  Corfo  Castle. 

Cesspool  Emptying 

During  the  year  tho  Council  purchased  a  cesspool  emptier  and  instituted 
a  regular  cesspool  emptying  service  for  the  district*  In  the  beginning  the 
demand  for  this  service  was  not  great  owing  to  existing  private  contracts 
and  to  tho  fact  that  some  residents  were  unaware  that  the  Council  could  offer 
this  service.  During  the  latter  part  of  the  year  tho  emptier  has  been 
fully  occupied. 

The  service  which  is  available  at  a  very  reasonable  charge  is  a  great 
boon  to  householders  with  cesspools,  and  tho  nuisance  duo  to  overflowing 
cesspools  in  the  district  has  almost  disappeared.

HOUSING 


The  extent  of  tho  housing  problem  in  the  District  may  bo  gauged  by  the 
results  of  the  housing  survey  and  the  number  of  applicants  on  tho  list  for 
Council  houses. 

At  tho  on^  of  1950  a  total  of  1079  houses  had  boon  surveyor.  It  was 
found  that  53$  of  the  housos  were  fit  for  human  habitation  or  had  minor 
defects  only;  9$  required  structural  alteration  and  ropairs.  12$  required 
reconditioning  and  26$  were  found  to  require  demolition. 

A  hopeful  sign  was  tho  drop  in  the  number  of  applicants  on  tho  list 
for  Council  houses  by  103,  which  left  a  total  of  554  at  the  end  of  the  year. 

The  Council's  building  programme  made  good  progress  and  102  permanent 
houses  wore  built  in  tho  district. 

Demolition  orders  were  made  in  respect  of  17  houses,  and  undertakings 
not  to  use  for  human  habitation  until  rendered  fit  accepted  in  respect  of 
three  houses. 

The  demolition  orders  wore  made  mainly  in  respect  of  houses  in  tho 
area  known  as  "Tin  Town1'  adjoining  Bovington  Camp,  where  the  housing  and 
sanitary  conditions  were  for  some  time  a  cause  of  much  concern,  both  to 
the  Military  Authorities  and  to  the  District  Council.  The  Council's 
plans  for  rehousing  families  from  this  area  and  the  civilian  workers 
displaced  from  War  Department  property  is  reflected  in  the  increased 
building  in  the  Parish  of  Wool,  where,  in  addition  to  tho  18  houses 
completed,  a  further  58  were  in  course  of  construction  at  tho  end  of  tho 
year,  mainly  on  tho  Bovington  Cologne  Road  site.

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PREVALENCE  AN^  CONTROL  OF  INFECTIOUS  DISEASES 


Particulars  of  casos  of  infectious  diseases  notified  aro  given  in  the 
tablos  bo  low.  Thoro  was  no  outbreak  of  sorious  infectious  disoaso  during 
tho  yoar. 

Acute  Poliomyelitis 

A  total  of  eight  casos  was  notified,  four  being  non-paralytic.  In  all 
eases  tho  disease  was  re lativoly  mild  and  in  none  was  thoro  a  history  of 
recent  innoculation  with  diphtheria  or  whooping  cough  prophylactic. 

Two  cases  occurred  amongst  the  staff  of  a  residential  school.  There 
wore  no  casos  amongt  tho  pupils  but  thoro  was  a  history  of  children  having 
had  raised  temperatures,  coughs  and  malaise  during  the  threo  months  pre¬ 
ceding  tho  onset  of  the  cases,  and  were  probably  instances  of  abortivo 
infection. 

Tho  remaining  cases  with  the  exception  of  two  non-civilians  occurred 
singly  throughout  tho  district. 

Diphthoria 

One  case  of  diphtheria  occurred  in  a  dairy  worker  who  had  recently 
come  to  the  District  and  although  the  illness  was  mild  and  the  patient- 
had  left  the  District  before  notification  had  been  received,  the  C. 
Diphthoria  proved  to  bo  of  a  virulent  type. 

Throat  and  nose  swabs  from  immediate  contacts  of  the  case  wore 
negative. 

Milk  from  the  dairy  concerned  was  normally  pasteurised. 

Food  Pois oning 


One  case  of  food  poisoning  occurred  in  a  child  aged  2  years.  The 
child  xvas  admitted  to  hospital  suffering  from  Acute  Entoritis  whore 
S.  Typhi  Murium  was  isolated.  None  of  the  othor  five  members  of  tho 
household  had  any  symptoms  of  food  poisoning.  No  food  was  suspect  and 
investigations  failed  to  reveal  any  source  of  infection. 

Smallpox  Contacts 

Ono  contact  with  a  case  of  smallpox  arrived  int  he  district  from 
abroad  and  xvas  kept  under  surveillance  for  the  required  period.
